It was a moonlit 
aiffht and the your.jr officer walked alone where he and h:s 
companions in arms h;.d struggled with the Confederate forces 
the preceding: day. And as he walked he saw in fr^nt of h:n:. 
to the right and 10 the left, the bodies of the men of the North 
and South lyir.g as if in sleep. 
Suddenly the realization came in him that all these m<-n 


were dead, the victim-; of fratricidal strife, killed with violence.' 
voluntary sacrifices <>n the altar of war. At first he shuddered 
at the ghastly siphi. tut soon >onie:hinjr went out of him that 
never came hack—his former \ahiation of human Lie. "Hence- 
forth," said Garneld. "I could look upon the bodies of dead men 
with equanimity. It is a deplorable fact, but one which 1:1 hu- 
miliation I must t«wn."

ftandards and menial attainments. 
And Garfiolri nr.-t hav<- 


realized that the same effect was produced on the .-pint^a- 
natures of all tln-se who took part in that conflict beca'i.-o. he 
added in his conversation with the novelist, "y>u would i<c sur- 
prised at the number of men who went to the \vestorn fro.-itier 
and who were handed by v:irilanco committees for horsy steal- 
ing, murder and similar crimes. They never regained th«-ir 
normal poise in relation to the sacredness. of human Si!'--." 


Gaffieki's expression can in nowise be construed as a re- 


flection upon the character of the men \\ho iro i» war. They 
are no different from other men. All of us similarly situated 
would become as hardened to death by violence as was Car- 
field and his comrades, as the soldiers in the recent -.«. orld war 
who participated in the jrruesome scenes at the front.

most horrible of human institutions, the infernal institution of 
war.

that is best in human nature is subordinated to those evil moods 
of mind and heart that we have been trying to s'ibjutrate for a 
thousand years. 


And no matter how justifiable a war niay seem a* the 


time, we may rest assured that in its wake will inevitably come 
a train of evils that will require many, many years to suppress. 
For war is the monster evil with which mankind today has to 
contend.
